Household Mints,

The best meat requires the simples:
preparation.

Never mix or place on the same dish,
meats or vegetables that arve unlike in
flavaor.

To boil meat, when the ment is to
be enten, plunge it in boiling water, so
n8 Lo sear the oulside and retain the
juices,

To make soup, when the ohject is to
extract all the juices from thie meat,
cut up in small pieces and put on in cold
water,

To roast meat pro crlyl: the air must
have free o ‘cess to it. This is the rea-
son wby wmeat roasted before an open
fire is more palatable than that roasted
(buked) in a close oven, -

Cheap utensils, of whatever kind, get

out of order easily and usually cumber
Lhe kitchen, and annoy everybody who
hins anything to do with them. In all
things relating to cookery the best isthe
eheapest.
_In building or choosing a house to
live in, tnke care that the kitohen is
roomy, and has plenty of sunlight. A
dark kitchen is an abomination, and a
cramped kitchen inoreases the labor of
housekeeping one half,  T.et the kitohen
be supplied with all modern conveni-
ences, even if the parlor suffers in con-
sequence,

Neatness is the first virtue in the
kitchen. The dishes of & careless cook
all have a mixed flavor, as if cooked in
onc pot. The general rule is to cook
long and slowly, with an even heat, so
as to reach every part. Frying ought
to be the last method for oookfng
meats.  Broil, boil, rosst, stew or bake
in preference,

Dairy Notes.

In the manufucture of butier the cus-
tom Ling become general sfier churning
to wash the butter with cold brine ol
greater or less strength, not only to
wash it once, but Lwice, if the first
washing does not rrmove every trace
of buttermilk,

An exchange says that while-aak
firkins sonked for two duys in sour
milk, when washed out and soaked one
day in strong brine, and then rubbed
thoroughly with salt make thie best ves-
seis for pucking butter.

The sceretary of the Royal Agricul-
turnl socicty, of England, ndvises Lo
stop the churn when the butter is the
size of n pin-head, draw off the butier-
milk and water, and repeat this water-
bath until no buttermilk remains. In
this he differs from many dairymen,
who chiurn until the butter reaclies the
size of wheat gfains.

Butter muss be pucked while perfectly
fresh. Immediately after the final
working it should be put away in the
packages.

Mr. X. A. Wil'ard expresses Lthe be-
lief that “ropy " mi'k is due to weeds,
bad water and bad treatment to cows,
and Professor Englehart once sald Le
knew it was a weed., Dy, Leffinann lins
known it te stop when cows were
changed from good to bad water, and
a8 for weeds the disease sppears atall
times.

A Canndan correspondent recommends
when butter will not ** come " placing a
small picce of fresh bulter in the chiurn,
which will caunse the globulest « gather.
If that fails, the best way Is Lo place
the cresm in a vessel and put that ves-
#el In snother containing Lot water on
the top of a stove. Bring the cream to
s temperature of aboutl eighty degrees,
then cliurn.

The Common Law.

What i8 ealled the ““commaon law,”
ig, in the United States, with some
modification, the same as the * com-
mon law of Englond.” The phrase
menns, i lact, ancient custom, as de-
clared by the courts. Suils are cons
tinunlly being brought, in which narises
soniae question of lnw or equity that hus
never before nrisen. There is no net or
statute law that applies to it. The
conrt then decides the matter ‘accord-
ing to the general principles of justice.

The judge, inannouncing his decision,
lnys down s rule that, under certain cir-
cumstances, n certain result foliows.

This decision, if not reversed, hecomes
a guide and rule for all inferior courts,
and usually for those of equal dignity,
The whole body of such decisions forms
the common law of England.

Whaen a lawyer is prepacing Lo argue
n ease, he searches Lthrough the volumes
of reports 1o find decislons upon simi-
lar cases. Of course, there are rarely
two suits where the {acts are entirely
alike, and consequently the laswyer on
one side undertakes to prove that the
decisions cited do, and the opposing
lawyer that they do no, apply to the
case on trial.

The plirase usually employed to show
that the common-law principle is an=
cient is ** whereof the memory of man
runneth not to the contrary "—that isto
say, nobody can prove that at any form-
or time the law or custom was differ-
ent.

The common law governs only when
there is no special nct. A statute
supersedes or reverses common law.
Indeed, the statute is usually p for
that purpose; and when it is repealed
the common law comes into force again.

Our fathers came to this country from
England, and naturally brought English
laws and customs with them, hen

they soparated from the mother coun-
try, they retnined the old Iaws, and
bui't the new ones upon them. The
New York constitution of 1777 adopted
ns law within that State the common
law of England, and the statutes also
ns they stood on a certain dnte, so far
ns they were applicable to the new
State,

As our national customs have de-
arted furthier and further from those of
sreat Britain, the common iaw of the
two countries lhas be;ome different.
Yet, even cow, there are no very wide

differences, and decisions by English
judges are often cited in our couris as
aalzﬁ)liahing the law,

Countries which do not supplement
their legislation with what we cail eom-
mon Iaw, are governed by a *‘code.’”
This is a collection ol laws and prinei-
ples, to which all cases, ns they arise,
are veferred, France is governed by the
Code Napoleon, which also forms the
basis of lrt:‘;islalion in a general way in
some other European countries,

Oar State of Louisinna, which came
to us by purchase, hns always been gov-
erned for the most psrt by a code,
which was modilied from the Code Na-
Wileon, t the English common law
s nlso in force even in that State,

The yesnit of living under the eom-
mon Inw is generally satisfvtory. be-
causd, as a rule, the judges of both Eng-
land and America have been men of
wisdom and justice, Butthey hinve not
all been of equu] intelligence and integ.
rity, and their work is, of course, not all
perfect.—Chisaga fcdger.
